The New Railway Bill. 

The New Canjulian Pacific Enihvaj 
Bill, which ia said to have pti.sfit;^ 
its second reading in a slonn, aud tin- 
text of which we published yostoiday, 
calls for nomething more tlmn a pass- 
ing notice at our hands. All len;islu- 
tion aud no work is making Bntish 
' Columbia* poor boy, we fear. Peoiilo 
are getting %ed of hearing about 
Pariiamentary fights over our railway 
. and. would greatly prefer to see actual 
work begun. Notwithstanding this 
■fe6ling of nausea, h owever, a few ob- 
aervations on the Bill will be expected 
at our hands. It will be remembered 
thattho old Bill empowered the Gov- 
ernment to prant a charter to a com- 
pany coming up to a certain atandard , 
and to pay to such company a cash 
subsidy not exceeding thirty millions 
of dollars and a land subsidy not ex- 
ceeding fifty millions of acres. The 
reader -will not need to bo reminded 
of the results of that measure and the 
fate of tiie company thereunder organ - 
ized; for those must still bo painfully 
fresh in the public mind. Turuing to 
the new Bill it will have been observ- 
ed that it leaves the Executive free to 
build and operate the road as a Gov- 
ernbicnt work, or to hand it ovsr to 
a company, as may seen^ most in the 
public interest. We were^nder the 
impression that public opinion in 
Canada had undergone a very decided 
change in favor of the railway being 
'built and operated as a national work, 
giving the people the control and the 
benefit and avoiding all the ill conse- 
quences of such a huge and influential 
inonopoly as would inevitably arise 
under a charter; and we are almost 
surprised to find the new Bill provid- 
ing for this mode of procedure. In 
the event of a company undertaking 
the work, the Government subsidies 
shall not exceed, for any section, ten 
thousand dollars and twenty thousand 
/acres of land per mile. Computing 
" the whole length of railway at 2,700 
..'miles, this would give twenty-seven 
million dollars and tifty-four niilliim 
acre!) of land as l iiC aggregate maximum 
subsidy, — very clo.so, it will be obsor- 
ved.upon that allowed under the old 
Bill. In addition to these, there is, 
Howevef'.a guarantee for four percent, 
for twonty-hvo years, which malies the 
provisious of the non Bill more liberal 
in this respect than those of the old. 
Indeed, we observe that some of the 
Oppo.sition journals have seized upon 
this feature of the now Bill as aground 
of attack upon tbo Govornment, mak- 
ing out, as they (aKloavo-.ir to do, tiiat 
the subsidies olTcrod apart from the 
land make up something lilco eighty 
millions, and the present Ad ministra- 
tion are reproached with greater pro- 
digality than their predeces'^in-3. The 
details of the measure seem to bo in 
some respect au improvement on the 
former. In so far as the Bill is con- 
corned it leaves the work very much 
in the same i)osition as it was three 
years ago. It ajipears that, in the 
course of debate, Br Tapper took the 
position tliat British Coliiuibia was 
bound l-A'tlie late Sir Creorgo Carlier'b 
Bosolulion to the el'i'i-i'L that the con 
atruction of tiio railway was not to in- 
volve any increase of taxation. It is 
also known that Sir John Macdonald 
entertains similar vkmvs. We allude 
to these thing.-i nimply in order that 
the reader may be in a better position 
to coiiiparo ^dr. ^lacken/.ie's railway 
policy with wliat might liave i)oen ex- 
pected had the other party continued 
in power. "The proof of the pudding- 
is in the eating of it," and it might bf 
worth while to consider, by a cart ful 
comparison of notes, liuw fur tin 
mngnificentJy ragoe treaty niacin with 
the lato Adminislration nnght have 
proved satisfactory in the "eating." It 
may be as well to measure Mr. I^fac- 
konzio'b railway policy N\i'J) what we n jw 
see might have been Sir. .lulin'H inti-r- 
pretation aud administration of tlie 
more attractive one.

Tuesday, May 26. 

In the matter of the Laud Tax Act.t —'^lx. 
Drake appeared in 8upi)ort of tho rule 
and Mr. Johnson opposed it. 

This was a riilo taken out against tho 
Registrar General of Titles calling upon 
him to show cause why taxes registered 
by him against certain land should not 
be oaneollod ou tho ground that the ta.tes 
wero assessed on tho improvomouts and 
not on tho lands, and that the Tax Aot 
contemplated a tax on improvements aw 
well as on tho laud, and tho individual 
assessed as tho owner of tho improvo- 
mouts was personally liable for the tax. 
Tho Chief Juslioo decided that in the ab- 
89noo of any argument to tho contrary on 
the part of tho Government that this 
seemed to bo the meaning of tho Act aud 
ordered the taxes to bo oanoolled. \ 

A second gronud was taken that 'the

Friend C^DiKLF.s: — I write to inform 

you of tho deatii of Toiu Birminghaoi,

]i. m. my a.-rival ia tlii; Utter. I funnd 

liiiii nni'o}i,--iuuus in tho doctor's room, in 
which .state ho remained until hi.-» death. 
'L'hercforc 1 am at a los.s about knowing 
anything relating to his private affairs as 
no palmers wcra found on him. I foil 
contidont that ho must have had n pocket- 
book, as some of tho boys saw him with 
one on board the California. I can only 
acconnt for his having lust it, as I hear 
that he told snine of the boys that he fell 
down in a fit on tho night that ho arrived 
lioro, and does not know how long he 
could havo been lying in the open air. 
On his person was foiiiul soino money, of 
which I give you an account idBowliero, 
also his gold watch and cliain -his bill of 
provisions I found in th,3 Custom Hon,se.

Tho funeral 
took place this morning at 11 o'clock; his 
remains lie in the American Imrial ground 
about 2 miles from hero by water.

I think wo will start up tho river to- 
morrow or tho next day in a cauoo, unless

io w.inco ; atiyho-.T, tliey can only got as 
far as Sh;iko.^vilii) at piofont. The news 
coining dov.-n is certainly not encourag- 
ing, but it will not stop the Cariboo boys 
from going up and seeing forthemsclve.i, 
I will write und let you know more when 
I lind cut the lay of the land.
